Dur ing tho, Sioux outbreak in south­ 
ern Minnesota in August, 1862 the state 
was panic-stricken at news of a Chip­ 
pewa insurrection led by Chief Hole 
in the Day. 
T he Crow W ing River 
Agency was abandoned, Agent W alker, 
ahlf crazed by fears, com m itting sui­ 
cide in his flight to Ft.. Snelling. For- 
tunately cool heads at St. Paul prom pt­ 
ly sent re-enforcem ents to Ft. Ripley 
and a resourceful and courageous a m ­ 
bassador to calm I he Indians. 
M ean­ 
while settlers and 
lum berm en 
were 
w arned to take refuge at the fort. Mrs. 
Cook of Ft. Ripley, then a small child, 
tells cf her fam ily’s fleeing by night in 
an ox cart. 
St. Columbo, the P rotes­ 
ta n t Episcopal mission on Gull Lake 
was abandoned as was the G erm an 
mission on the Dr. Camp farm in Town 
of Center, north of Brainerd. 
Rev. Cloetter of 
Vernon 
Center, 
Minn., w hen 3 years old lived at the 
G erm an mission has 
furnished 
the 
Crow W ing County Historical Society 
with a copy of his fath e r’s report of 
their flight. 
In addition to its n a r r a ­ 
tive interest, it incidentally evidences 
hat loggers even a t th a t early date 
were operating in Crow W ing county. 
Rev. Cloetter’s letter and his fath ­ 
er’s report follow:

T he M issionary’s Story 
An account of the retrea t 
of 
the 
Rev. O ttm ar Cloeter and and family 
f'-om G abitaw eegam a to F o rt Ripley 
a,iring the Indian uprising in 1862. The 
^ajnilv consisted of the parents and 
six children, the oldest 9 years and the 
vour gest 6 weeks old. 
This account in 
taken from a report which the Rev. 
ott.m ar Cloeter sent lo the Rev. F erdi­ 
nand Sievers of Fxankelust, Mich., at 
+ h«t tim e cahirm an of 
the 
Mission 
Board. 
This report was sent from 
Fort Ripley on the 29th day of August, 
1862: 


Re writes: 
Before A ugust 21 we saw no signs 
of the im pending danger, the plans of 
th e Indians being kept secret in :.n 
adm irable m anner. On the room ing of 
the said day the trouble began. They 
started by shooting and killing our 
cow, after rendering our dog harm less 
b ya heavy blow over his back b read ­ 
ing hiss pine. 
D uring the night they 
had cut loose our canoe in th e river, 
sending it adrift. W hen I w ent to see 
the chief and inquire about our cow 
the plans of the Indians w ere g radual­ 
ly revealed to us. 
They planned to 
drive all the whites out of the coun­ 
try and tak e possession of their pro­ 
perties. 
I was told th a t in the Sioux 
country, (New Ulm) things were going 
the sam e way, and th a t the Sioux agent 
had already been killed. 
They also 


told mo that the white 
traders 
on 
Leech lake in our neighborhood had 
already been driven away. 
The In­ 
dians thought it was a m atter of sell 
evidence that we should start out at 
once to save ourselves. 
But I could 
! not decide to do so, since this situation 
cam e too unexpectedly, and since xu- 
mors from the mouth of an Indian are 
not any too reliable. 
I had an idea 
they were trying to scare us away, so 
they could take possession of our be­ 
longings. 
About noon I went over to 
our lake w ith the horses to get a rude­ 
ly constructed canoe to be som ewhat 
prepared for an emergency. 
W hile I 
was gone they bloke into 
our 
little 
store house, and took my gun and what 
was there of am munition. 
Then they 
began to go into our field and garden, 
and helped them selves to whatever 
they wanted. 


At about 4 o’clock the chief, who had 
gone to Crow W ing In the m orning 
with his canoe, cam e back, and told 
me to leave at once, that a number of 
Indians had left headquarter at Gull 
Lake yesterday w ith the intention to 
kill us, and that they could arrive at 
any moment. 
Then he! added: "I wit! 
run down the road and hold them back 
until you are gone, but hurry.” 
N ow 
we could tarry no longer. On the reg­ 
ular road to Crow W ing there w as no 
possibility of escaping. 
N either could 
it be accomplished on the river, sines 
we had not enough boats. 
I decided 
to build a raft, put the wagon and a 
few other things- on it, let the horses 
swim across the river, and take the 
fam ily into the above mentioned canoe, 
to reach an old lumber cam p from 
which a w inter road leads to Crow 
W ing. 
This was accom plished with 
great haste and w ithout an accident, 
although the raft was not large enough 
for the weight, and was about 3 inches 
under water; it w as also poorly bal­ 
anced. It was our good luck that two 
'lumber men joined us. 
W hen we 
reached the lumber camp it w as dark 
already. 
We brought our things on 
latkd, and made preparations to stay 
over night. 
At m idnight it started to 
rain, and it rained until 9 o’clock in 
the morning, so that all our clothes 
and beds got wet. 
At daybreak we 
started out to seek our way. This was 
not an easy task. 
This region is one 
of the wildest you 
could 
imagine. 
Rouogh hills change with swam py low­ 
lands and impenetrable thickets. 
Be 
sides this there are more 
than 
15 
creeks on this side of the river that 
have as a rule a v eiy deep bed, so that 
it seem s alm ost im possible to bring a 
wagon across without a bridge. 


But the bridges 
w ere 
nearly 
all 
gone, and those that remained were 
in very bad condition. But we had 
to get across. At tim es we would run 
the wagon into the creek, take the 
horses across, and have them pull the 
wagon through on a rope, while we 
stood in the w ater and mud, bearing 
up on the wheels. On the third day 
toward evening we arrived at Crow 
W ing. But barely had w e brought the 
children to bed, when an order cam e 
from the com m andant at Fort Ripley 
that all the inhabitants of Crow W ing 
should come to the Fort at once. So 
we had to start at m idnight for Fort 
Ripley where w e arrived at 4 o’clock 
in the morning.
